tree when once it set in. Keeent experi- 
ments have, however, shown this to Ire 
a mistake.

It has now asserted positively 
that magnificent ohns, oaks, sycamores, 
pincH and their brethren of tho woods 
need not dio at all. That is tho result 
declared to bo arrived at hy tho Do Car 
system of pruning.

Tho longest limbs below, shorter 
limbs toward and at tho top of tho tree 
trunk permit the most sunlight and a 
free circulation of air among tho great- 
est number of leaves.

f-'ome years ago, said the. philosopher, 


before trolley cars came in and beared the 
horse market there were numerous crowds 
uf organized horso thieves in tho wild and 
woolly west who, when not on^.'^^d in 
the serious occupation of horse littintr, 
varied their afternoons by l i t t l e Ht;ii,'e rob- 
beries and incidental murders. 
Onu of 


these out/It^ in the neh-Chbnrhood of Deiid- 
wood beuLinc especially annoying to thci 
nut h'iril ies and to those citi/.ens who -\vurti 
hupl'J' or unhappy in tho po.ssession of a 
pony. 
Killally patience ceased to be a vir- 


tue, and thu orders came from headquar- 
ters to the marshal of thu district to or- 
ganize a posse and bring the gang in so 
that retribution could be meted out.
